‘When Granite City Alderman Lloyd 
Bailey, Fifth Ward, waited at the side of 
a stricken West Granite neighbor for an 
ambulance last month, he was upset 
when a fire truck arrived in its place. 

Firefighters administered: first aid 
uzitil a city-operated ambulance reach- 
ed the scene from its’ 23rd Street and 
Madison Avenue base at the main fire 
station. \ 

According to Fire Chief Donald 
Parente, ithe West Granite fire truck 
has been substituting for the West 
Granite ambulance about half the time 
ag the result of reduced ambulance 
‘manpower. 

Parente expects the West Granite 
ambulance to remain unmanned at 
least 50 percent of the time until next 
summer, when it may be staffed about 
three-fourths of the days.

“In this)state there are numerous ways 
for ah individual to dispose of funds 

“held in a Igcal bank account upon his 
death without formally designating a 
beneficiary in a will. Two of the most 
common ways are by establishing a 
joint account with another individual or 
by establishing a payable-on-death ac- 
count. Such procedures offer several 
advantages including immediate posse- 
sion of the property by the survivor and 
reduced legal fees and probate costs 
upon death. 

When funds in @ bank account are 
held in joint tenancy, there is the right of 
survivorship. This means that upon the 
death of the first ‘ot tenant, all monies 
in the savings account or certificate of 
deposit pass to the surviving joint te- 
nant. The bank in this situation is to im- 
mediately pay.all monies to the survivor 
regardless of what the deceased per- 
stin’s will provides. 

Another type of account is a payable- 
‘on-death (POD) account. An example 
of this arrangement would be a savings 
passbook which provided “John Smith, 

~ POD William Jenes.” In a payable-on- 

! death account, the holder of the ac- 
count and the lending institution agree 
in writing that upon the death of the ac- 
count holder all monies-in the account 
are to be paid to the designated 
beneficiaries. 

— Some of the unique features of the 


POD account are that the holder of the 
account during his lifetime may change 
or add beneficiaries as freely as he 
chooses. In addition, the person 

. establishing the account may withdraw 
all monies prior to his death thereby 
cancelling the account. It is also impor- 
tant to note that the berieficiary of a 
POD adcount is entitled to immediate 
payment of the monies in the account 
upon the death of the holder irrespec- 
tive of any provisions found in the 
deceased's will. 

Let’s take the example where John 
Smith goes to First National Bank to 
deposit $8000,00 in an account. He puts 
this money in a savings aécount, and on 
the ledger card he designates “POD 
William Jones.” When Smith dies, a 
dispute arises as to whether this money 
should go to Jones or to Smith's estate. 

In some states, this money would 
pass to the estate because of a refusal 
to recognize payable-on-death accounts 
as valid. Some states have taken the 
position that there must be a formal will 
properly witnessed in order to pass pro- 
perty upon death and that the POD ac- 
count is an attempt to pass property 
without meeting these formal re 
quirements. Illinois, however, has 
recognized POD accqunts as valid 
Thus in our preceding example, the 
money would have passed to William 
Jones if this occurred in Illinois.

A new driver safety law 
for motorcycles has been 
signed by the governor, ac- 
cording to the bill’s sponsor, 
State Representative, Sam 
Wolf (D-Granite City). 

House Bill 1844, which 
takes effect Jan. 1, 1984, 
states that persons under 
age 18 must complete a 
motorcycle training course 
approved by the Illinois 
Department of Transperta- 
tion before they can receive 
a motorcycle driver's 
license, Wolf explained.

A Salute To Granite City Soccer 


Eight GC athletes featured in Governor's

MACQMB — Southern [linois Uni- 


versity. 4t Edwardsville, Eastern Illi- 
noig University, Western Ilinois Uni- 
versity and Northern Illinois University 
meet every year in the Governor's Cup 
soccertournament, =| 

‘This year, the Governor's Cup could 
be dubbed the Granite City Cup because 
eight Granite City players are playing 
on three of the teams this year. Nor- 
thern is the only team without a Granite 
City player this season. 

Eastern, the fourth ranked team in 
the nation and defending Governor’s 
Cup champion, features 1980 Granite 
City South graduate Randy DeRousse, 
a four-year starter, as a halfback, and 
1981 graudate Robbie Mann as a 
reserve. Steve Trittschuh, a 1983 
Granite City North graduate, has 


started four of six games for the 
Cougars this season. 

Meanwhile, Western features 
freshmen John Menendez, Barry Grote 
and. Tony Segobiano, all Granite City 
South graduates, in the starting lineup. 
Two other freshman out of Granite City 
North, goalkeeper Rick Branding and 
midfielder Brian Levin, play for the 
Leathernecks. 


Eastern plays Northern at 1 p.m. Fri-~ 


day in the opening game of the tourna- 
ment in Macomb. SIUE meets host 
Western in the second game at 3 p.m. 
The third place game will be played 
at 1 p.m, Saturday, antl the champion- 
ship game will follow at 3 p.m. All four 
games will be played at Hanson Field. 
Eastern is considered the heavy 
favorite to win, but Hanson Field may 
make Bastern’s — and SIUE’s — job 
much more difficult. Hanson Field is 


also the home of Western's football 
team. Since the games will be played on 
the football field, it will be much nar- 
rower than Eastern’s or SIUE’s field. 

“J don’t like it because it’s too nar- 
row, but it meets the minimum stan- 
dards, so we have to live with it,” said 
SIUE Coach Bob Guelker. ‘We don’t 
like playing on a football field because 
with our speed, we can widen the 
‘defense and attack quicker. When there 
is no space, you can’t spread it out 
because someone is always there.” 

Eastern Coach Schellas Hyndman 
agrees with Guelker. ‘I don’t like it. I 
guess they’re doing it to try to promote 
the sport more, so I guess we have to go 
along with it. On a narrow field, it’s go- 
ing to give the edge to the physical 
teams.” 

Nevertheless, Western Coach John 
‘MacKenzie feels Eastern and SIUE will 
be the two favorites in the tournament. 
However, MacKenzie also feels 
anything can happen in the Governor's 
Cup. 

FAnybody can win this tournament. I 
would imagine Eastern is the favorite 
to win, but several years when SIU was 
the favorite, either Western or Eastern 
would beat them in the first round,” 
MacKenzie said. 

Northern is 5-3 going into the tourna- 
ment and could be a serious contender 
for the title, Hyndman said.

Eastern goes into the tournament as 
the favorite for good reason. With an 8-0 
record, the Panthers are the fourth best 
team in the nation, behind Duke, Clem- 
son and Indiana 

The Panthers will be without their 
leading scorer, sophomore forward 
Neil Swindells of Manchester, England 
for the tournament. Swindeils, who has 
11 goals and five assists this season, in- 
jured his eye in practice Tuesday and 
was told by doctors to stay in bed for a 
week. 


Atkinson is from a soccer family. 
With her father and two older sisters 
having played the game, it was only 
natural for her to follow in their athletic 
footsteps. And Atkinson jis also pursuing 
a grueling career field: engineering.

Self-employed tax rate change. 


One provision of the Social 
Security Amendments of 
1983 increases the tax rates 
on self-employment income 
to a point where they equal 
the combined employer- 
employee tax rate. 

Under the old law, the self- 
employment tax rate was 
about one and one-half times 
the employee rate. For 1984, 
self-employed individuals 
will pay a total Social Securi- 
ty tax of 14 percent instead of 
the 9.35 percent scheduled 
under previous law. 

The new law also provides 
for a self-employment tax 
credit of 2.7 percent of self 
employment income 
1984, 2.3 percent for 1985, and 
2 percent for 1986 through 
1989. 

After 1989, these credits 
will be replaced by special 
provisions that are designed 
to treat self-employed per- 
sons in much {he same man- 
ner as employees and 
employers are treated for 
Social Security and income 
tax purposes. 

The self-employed in- 
dividual’s net earnings 
would first be adjusted 
downward so that only half 
of the total combined tax 
would be counted as part of 
his or her net earnings. 

This parallels the way 
employees are treated, since 
their employer’s taxes are 
not considered to be part of 
their wages for Social 
Security tax or benefit pur- 
poses. 

Self-employed people will 
also get an income tax 
deduction equal to half of the 
self-employment tax rate. 
This, too, parallels the provi- 
sion under which employers 
are permitted to deduct the

Canal shipments high 


despite the 


Barge traffic on the St 
Louis. segment of the 
Mississippi has not been 
adversely affected by the ex- 
treme drought conditions 
this summer, says the U.S. 
Army Engineers, St. Louis 
District, which has released 
cumulative tonnage figures 
for barge traffic through the 
month of August. Unofficial 
totals compiled at Locks 27 
on Chain-of-Rocks Canal at 
Granite City show that 50.9 
million tons had been locked 
through by Aug. 31, 1983. 
This total represents an in- 
crease of 2,1 million tons (or 
4.2 percent) over the same 
period of 1982. 


The 1983 record stands in 
sharp contrast to the situa- 
tion that existed during the 
last equally-severe drought 
period. During the mid-1930s 
the Mississippi River traffic 
above St. Louis was virtually 


low water 


shut down for lack of water 
depth 

Unfortunately, there are 
no reproducable photos | 
available of the river at that 
time. 

During August, 1983, the 
Winona (Minn.) Daily News 
in its “In Years Gone By - 
Fifty Years Ago” carried on 
account of the cancellation” 
of a Streckfus boat’s ap- 
pearance, for the second 
time.

Generally 
taken for granted, their 
value becomes more ap- 
parent in a dry year like 
1983. 


Only 1 of 7 on board favors

“The continuing integrity 
of the operating staff of the 
district is deemed to be 
crucial by the board. 

“The involvement of ad- 
ministrators in the political 


’ process could hamper the or- 


dinary operation of this 
district, recognizing ‘that 
those elected to serve on the 
board set policy for the ad- 
ministrators, hire the ad- 
ministrator staff and have 
the obligation to discharge 
those administrators not 
properly performing their 
functions. 

“The board has determin- 
ed that involvement by ad- 
ministrators in the political 
process of selection of the 
members to serve on the

“Be it resolved by the 
board that henceforth it shall 
be the policy of this district 
that administrators of this 
district shall not become in- 
volved in the election pro- 
cess of the selection of the 
board by way of campaign- 
ing, soliciting funds or other- 
wise actively involved in the 
campaign of one or more 
candidates for board office. 

“Be it further resolved 
that should the board find 
that any administrator is in 
violation of the terms of this 
resolution, that ad- 
ministrator shall be subject 
to reprimand and-or 
dismissal."" 

Partney handed a copy of 
his resolution to each board 
member, to Supt. B.J. Davis 
and to William Beatty Jr., an 
attorney associated with 
School Attorney. William 
Schooley. 

Robert Maxwell asked 
that the reference to political 
involvement be defined 
more specifically by Part- 
ney. 

The latter mentioned elec- 
tion funds and campaign 
meetings and said the defini- 
tion could be similar to that 
of the Hatch Act, which 
restricts political activity by 
federal employees. 

George Moore said the 
rights of employees could be 
affected by adoption of the 
resolution. 

Moore commented, “I’m 
not prepared to consider it 
without further study, and 
without legal guidance.” 

Monroe Worthen said, 
“We don’t havea policy on 
this.” He added that the 
usual procedure is for policy 
proposals to be evaluated by 
the board’s policy commit- 
tee and then forwarded to 
the board along with the 
committee’s recommenda- 
tion. 

Partney said that, with the 
Nov. 8 board electior? ap- 
proaching, he was uncertain 
when the policy’ committee 
would meet and whether 
there would be time for it to 
submit a recommendation. 

Tom Miofsky said the 
policy committee has not 
researched the topic, and 
Worthen agreed with Moore 
that it would require legal in- 
terpretation. 

President Donald Stucke 


said he was unsure that the 
district could regulate Con- 
stitutional rights, 

Partney suggested that 
Beatty prepare a legal opi- 
nion for future study and 
Worthen said, ‘I’m willing 
to act on this tonight. We 
have had employees at 
levels involved in school 
elections on behalf of all 
board members—each per- 
son sitting at this table—and 
also the elections of some of 
the past board members.” 

Responding to Worthen, 
Partney said many of the 
politically active school 
employees are covered 
under group contracts with. 
the district, while his resolu- 
tion referred to ad. 
ministrators. who are con- 
sidered individually. 

Worthen reiterated, ‘I’m 
willing to act on this,” and 
Partney voiced a motion that 
the board adopt the proposed 
anti-politics resolution. 

When none’ of the other 
board members seconded 
the motion, Stucke ruled that 
it had failed to receive secon- 
ding. 

Partney said, “I would 
still like to get the attorney’s 
opinion” at a later meeting
